Sin  ia  the  grputest  calamity  that  haa  ever 
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befallen  the  human  family,  yet  it  has 
brought  about  the  greatest  blessing  that 
has  ever  been  con  ferried  on- man;  a Savior 
ko  deliver,  to  reseite  the  sinner  from  , the 
[power  and  pollution  of  sin;  save  them 
from  its  just  penalty,  ite  rightful  deaert, 
eternal  punishment,  aiid  save  them  to  !glo- 
rify  God  throughout  ietemity. 

Had  sin  not  entered  the  world,  we  would 
have  known  God  opty  as  a wise  omnipo- 
tent creative  beini.  [ “The  heavens  de- 
clare the  glory  of  <Jojd  ; and  the  firmament 
sheweth  His  handy  work.”

Here  in  this  garden  ndprned  with  flow- 
ers of  every  hue  and  fragrance,  trees  of 
every  foliage  find  fruitage,  sinless  and  free, 
ro  holy  that  they  could  associate  with 
God  himself  and  hold  sweet  communion, 
free  to  act  for  theniselvbs,  with  but,  ope 
command  that  placed  any  restraint  upon 
them.
